The latest tabulation shows Cool­ 
idge 367, Davie 136, La Follette ll. 
Missouri, one of the doubtful com­ 
monwealths, turned definitely into the 
Coolidge column a fte r wavering; and 
In Montana, where Senator La Fol­ 
lette was making a strong bid for the 
electoral votes, the tabulations show­ 
ed 
steadily increasing m argins 
for 
President Coolidge. 
With the presidency settled, chief 
Interest neutered in the complexic n 
of the next congress. 
The house is 
assuredly in Coolidge’s hands, with 
m aterial Republican gains, three of 
them in Davis’ home state of W est 
Virginia. 
A clear m ajority of at least 
21 votes in the house and a net gain 
of three in its senate margin appears 
to have fallen to the Republicans in 
the wake of the Conli lee landslide. 
In the senate the Republican gains 
on the face of fairly convincing re 
ports are as follows: 
in Colorado, R. 
F. Mt'.ins was elect d together with 
Senator Phipps, while Senator Adams, 
Democrat, went flown to defeat; Sen- 
__ ator Stanley, Democrat, suffered de­ 
feat in Kentucky at the hands of Fred 
ll. Sackett; In Minnesota Thom as D. 
Schall, Republican, appears to have 
beaten Magnus Johnson, Farm er-La­ 
bor, although the latter may upset 
this forecast when all the rural pre­ 
cincts are tabulated;

Democrat, was beaten in Oklahoma 
I v VV. B, Pine, Republican, and in 
M assachusetts, Speaker 
Gillett, Re­ 
publican. defoamed Senator David I. 
W alsh. Democrat. 
Against these Republican gains the 
Democrats have won a seat in Iowa 
through apparent defeat of Senator 
Brookhart by Dani* I F. Steck. while 
In New Mexico Senator Bn-sum, Re­ 
publican, and friend of former Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Fall, was going 
down to defeat before S G. Bratton, 
Democrat, on the face of incomplete 
returns 
Senator Walsh, Montana, leader in 
the oil scandal pre be, emerged suc­ 
cessfully from a close escape from de­ 
feat. 
The Alignment. 
Tf there is no change in this new 
alignment, the new' senate will line 
up thus: 
Democrats 40, Republicans 
65, Farm er-La hor I. 
The Republican figure is based on 
th e assumption that Connecticut will 
return a Republican senator in its 
fi ’thcoming special election to suc­ 
ceed the late Senator Brandegee, who 
com m itted suicide. 
Senator La Follette had such a lead 
in Wisconsin on the Do si s of convinc­ 
ing returns that his home s t a t e ’s 13 
electoral votes seemed to be safely 
his. 
There remained in doubt Mon 
tana, Nevada and New Mexico -a ll of 
which appeared likely to go Into the 
Coolidge column. 
Great 
as were Coolidge’s plural! 
ties, however, he was unable to pre 
vent the victory of two popular Demo 
cratic sta-te executives 
Governor Al 
Smith of New York and Governor Vie 
•Donahey of Ohio. 
Coolidge failed to 
m easure up to W arren CL Harding s 
landslide in New York four years ago, 
but it was an overwhelming victory 
nevertheless in the Empire state, and 
th at Smith should 
be returned by 
nearly 200,000 majority despite it tes­ 
tified to the h itte rs tremendous pop­ 
ularity. 
Donahey’s 
reelection, 
de­ 
spite the Coolidge sweep in Ohio, was 
less imposing.^ but coitally striking. 
Ija Follette* shoving was a disap­ 
pointm ent to his followers, 
He did, 
however, poll a large popular vote and 
appeared to have won second honors 
in California. Iowa. Minnesota. Col 
orado, North and South Dakota, Ore 
gen, W ashington, Idaho and Montana 
and he ran strongly in Illinois, Mich 
igan and Ohio.

establishm ent 
of 
m ar­ 
tial law, have ended, and peace and 
order have been restored.” 
He also 
declared “the legally constituted civil 
authorities are able to resume con­ 
trol of the police functions of the 
city." 
While martial law' has been lifted, 
lie military board of inquiry will con­ 
tinue until it completes its investiga­ 
tion of last Saturday's rioting. 
Klan officials at Niles say three affi­ 
davits charging Sheriff John A. Thom ­ 
as of Trumbull county with laxity in 
duxy in connection with the rioting 
have been filed with Governor Dona 
hey. 
Officials at the executive office 
said the governor has no power to 
remove a sheriff except for perm it­ 
ting a prisoner to escape or for fail­ 
ure to enforce prohibition laws. 
General Benson W. Hough has re­ 
turned from Niles. 
He would make 
no statem ent, but said he would file 
his confidential report to the governor 
within a few days.

Choosing Lining 


Interior of Coat Should Ba 
Soft, Attractive, Service­ 
able and Easy. 


Did you ever “buy a coat for Its lin­ 
ing?’’ inquires a fashion correspond­ 
ent in the Kansas City Star. 
Then you’re probably a devotee of 
lovely linings. 
You know that if you 
buy u handsome Un ng for a wrap, 
you are sure to see tiiat tile wrap it- 
seii and the gown you wear under it 
do not 
cheapen 
the 
lining. 
Every 
garment you have, however simple in 
style, must “live up’’ to that lining. 
So, as you pause at the lining coun­ 
ter, select your material with an eye 
to beaut} as well as durability. 
It is 
generally economical, anyway, to get 
as good a lining as you can afford. 
But it is also quite possible to get an 
inexpensive one that will both look 
and wear well. 
The best economy is to buy a guar 
anteed silk for your lining provided 
you can afford one of good quality 
A good grade of some well-wearing 
and 
good-looking 
mercerized 
cotton 
cloth, however, 
is infinitely prefer­ 
able to a cheap silk. 
Foulards and crepe de chine are 
I rather expensive, hut they are anion’' 
tile best of lining silks, since they are 
; usually durable as well as beautiful. 
Satin, like silk, is lovely if it Is 
good satin. 
But loosely woven satin 
“catches on everything." 
Here, again. 
if you cannot afford the best, you will 
do well to choose your lining from 
mercerized materials in satin weave. 
Sateen, for Instance, will 
not only 
outwear many a coat, hut may be had 
in quite handsome effects. 
Since your lining should be com­ 
fortable as well as ornamental, you 
will avoid any material that would 
he rough or "scratchy” against the 
neck and arms. 
The durability of 
stiff linings is uncertain, too. so s o i ­ 
lless is. in general, the first thing to 
look for in linings. 
Firm weave, which will not permit 
of "roughing up" and pulling, Is next; 
and then, don’t forget that your coat 
lining must have a fast color, for

blouses you wear underneath It. 
Tost 
the fastness of the color by rubbing 
a white handkerchief over the clot! 
If any color comes off on your hand­ 
kerchief. you may he sure that fric­ 
tion and perspiration would mean the 
ruination of any garments that come 
in contact with the material.

The unsightly gaps in 
the green 
cover of the forest that have become 
; so conspicuous in chestnut regions as 
a result of the ravages of the blight 
j mean a great deal more to the forest­ 
er 
than 
the 
marring 
of 
woodland 
scenery, 
according to Mr. 
Korstian. 
They represent an economic loss of 
forest productivity, which is especially 
serious on account of the alarming 
timber scarcity which is confronting 
the nation. 


Of Nation-Wide Importance. 
V\ hat nature is doing to restock 
these gaps with young trees or by in­ 
creased 
growth 
of the 
surrounding 
old timber is a matter of more than 
local importance,” said Mr. Korstian. 
“In southern Connecticut all of the 
mature chestnut is dead and the third ‘ 
generation of sprouts is now dying. 
Here detailed studies of reproduction 
and growth were conducted on perma­ 
nent plots, on some of which records 
are available as far back as 1904, the 
same year that tile blight was first 
discovered in Bronx park, New York 
In this study it was found that tile 
smaller 
blanks 
left 
In 
the 
forest 
through the death of the chestnut are 
fortunately being filled by the exten­ 
sion of the crowns of adjacent trees, 
principally oaks. 
These trees have 
shown 
an 
increased 
growth 
nearly 
twice as great as for the same length 
of time before the death of the chest­ 
nut. 
“The larger openings are for the 
most part 
being filled by seedlings 
and sprouts of valuable species, such 
as the oaks, white ash, and hickory. 
In northern New Jersey pine also is 
coming in naturally in the larger open- < 
lugs. 
Of all 
the species replacing 
chestnut, tile chestnut oak is one of 
tile most abundant 
and widely dis­ 
tributed from Connecticut to 
North 
Carolina. 
Salvage Losses in Connecticut. 
"In Connecticut the greater part of 
the chestnut has been salvaged at a 
satisfactory profit. 
In many cases 
the salvaging of the chestnut has been 
accompanied by an Improvement cut­ 
ting applied to the remaining hard­ 
woods. 
By cutting at the same time 
some of the oaks v hieh are lacking 
in vigor and otherwise undesirable 
from the standpoint of growth und fu­ 
ture development of the forest, a nu­ 
cleus of vigorous seed trees is left 
from which to reseed the area. 
The 
utilization of this material often makes 
It easier for the owner to sell tile 
chestnut.

Pennsylvania timberland owners are 
not always finding it easy to market 
the dead chestnut. 
“The chestnut blight is now found 
throughout the entire southern 
Ap­ 
palachian region as far south as north­ 
ern Georgia and is spreading much 
more rapidly than originally predict­ 
ed by forest pathologists,” auld Mr. 
Korstian. 
“Within the next ten years 
large numbers of chestnuts will he 
killed by the blight. 
Ow ners of chest­ 
nut stun)page should therefore sell 
their timber as rapidly 
as suitable 
markets can be found for it."

Horses Work Cheaper on 
Alfalfa Hay and Corn 
Eight teams of horses, each animal 
weighing from 1.500 t<> 2.000 pounds, 
and ranging In agt' from three to fit teen 
years, were used In the alfalfa tests 
conducted at the Michigan \griculturul 
college this past year, under the direc­ 
tion of It. 8, Hudson. 
One horse In 
each of these teams was fed corn and 
alfalfa hay, while his mate received 
the 
usual 
feed 
of 
corn, 
oats 
and 
timothy. 
Kelping accurate tab on tlx* feed 
and weighing the horses each 
two 
weeks furnished information of real 
Interest to all who us** horse power. 
The teams did field work, heavy haul­ 
ing and such other work as would be 
required upon the average farm. 
The eight hones eating corn, oats 
and timothy lost during the test a 
total of 570 pounds, while their mates, 
fed on corn and alfalfa, lost a total of 
only 20 pounds. 
The cost of feeding a 
horse corn, oats aud buy was 37.4 
cents per day, as compared with 32 
cents when supplied corn and alfalfa. 
Reduced to hours of work, fit e cost 
was 8 cents for the corn, oats anil 
timothy ration and 5cents for 1 he corn 
and alfalfa combination.

As early as possible the baby Should 
b,e taught regular habits of feeding 
This Is not only best for tin* baby, but 
also for the motlier, as it gives her an 
opportunity to get the rest she needs 
Even if tile baby is asleep when its 
regular nursing time conies, it should 
be wakened and fed. The feeding peri­ 
od should not be more than 20 minutes 
The baby should be fed from

breast at each feeding and the breast 
should he completely emptied.

Sin has so thor­ 
oughly blinded them that they are not 
conscious 
of 
their

condition. 
Down deep in their hearts is a hunger 
for truth and God. 
The millions of 
earth are hungering for Christ, though 
ignorant of their real needs. 
II. The Lord’s Conference W ith the 
Disciples Touching the People’s Need 
(5-0). 
This was not done for His benefit, 
for He knew what He would do (v. 6). 
lie is equal to any occasion. 
His ob­ 
ject In this conference may be summed 
up as follows: 
1. To teach them their sense of ob­ 
ligation to the multitude. 
Men are

the queer fate of Bernhard 
Goetze of Leipzig, who just now is the 
principal in a weird inheritance tight 
which has strained tile legal appara­

and

stretched through nearly a whole cen­ 
tury. 
The story of this fight is told by the 
None Lei pa Igor Zeitung, which says it 
bases it on legal documents. 
The fortune was amassed by three 
bearers of the name of Go tze who 
left Germany between 1787 and 1819.

Finally in 18(17, si sister, Mrs. Em 
inutile Goetze, who had married Dei 
cousin of the same name, learned of 
the Inheritance through a newspaper 
notice. 
Immediately, the hunt after the In­ 
heritance began. 
More than 317 Bear­ 
ers of the name of Goetze laid claim 
to It. 
After years of legal battles, it 
was decided that the heirs were Mrs. 
Erdinuthe Goetze and her children, o>‘ 
whom two were still alive. Bernhard 
Goetze and Mrs. Louise Teh limann. 
The government of Saxony took a 
hand in the case. 
In agreement with 
the 
British 
crown 
treasury, 
unum 
whose management the estate had in­ 
creased 
to 
$100,000,000, 
a 
Doctor 
Mueller of the Saxon courts was in­ 
stalled as administrator. 
In 1872, lie I 
was relieved of that, however, because , 
It was charged that he furthered the 
interests, not of tho real heirs, hut 
those of another branch. 
Later the English consul general ut 
Leipzig, C h a rle s Creve, took the mat­ 
ter in hand, but made little progress 
because the heirs could not 
agree 
among themselves.

In 1875 Mrs. EFdmuthe Goetze went 
to London Vheie she received docu­ 
ments proving that the Cape Town 
courts Lad awarded th** inheritance to 
her and her children, but received no 
money. 
A trip to Mrs. Telcbmunn at London 
also proved vain. 
In IGM) a man named Bode received 
a part of the Inheritance. This led lo 
another legal battle, in which Bode’a 
lawyer won. 
Four trips of Bernhard Goetze to 
London proved fruitless because Ii? 
was unable to rn- eat his chums in a 
form that the English courts would 
accept. 
A complaint to the then Prime Min­ 
ister Balfour brought th** reply thai 
he should employ an English lawyei, 
but us Goetze is penniless, this is vain 
service. 
Mystery Is added to tilt* case by tin* 
fact that documents In the files show 
Mrs Telchmann had died In tin* mean­ 
time. 
Goetze maintains, however, hts 
sister Is still living as wife of a hank 
director in Stuttgart. 
Waiting and fighting for 
his in­ 
heritance, Bernhard Goetze meanw hile 
lins grown to he seventy-nine years 
old. 
He Is supported in hts fight by a 
“Goetz** 
association,” 
which 
was 
founded In IOU and consists of about 
thirty members.

a four year’s prison sentence in Egypt 
for attempting to shoot King Fuad, 
then Prince Fuad. 
Shot Brother-in-Law. 
Prince Ahmed, is descended from 
Ibrahim Pas im. second son of Me 
hornet AM, who in the days of the great 
Nara)leon conquered Egypt by intrigue 
and battle. Ills sister was married to 
Prince Fuad. 
In 1898, after she had 
told him something about her husband 
which enraged him, Prince Ahmed 
seized a revolver and tired at ills 
brother-in-law, wounding tile latter. 
lie was arrested, tried by an Egyp­ 
tian court for attempted murder am! 
sentenced to seven years’ penal servi­ 
tude. 
This term was afterward re­ 
duced to four years.

After serving his sentence in an 
Egyptian prison, Prince .Mimed was 
brought to England, declared insane 
and placed in the asylum where be
